No. 12.27)-79-1FRI. -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitu 
tion of India and all other powers enabling him in this behalf , the Governor of Haryana bereby makes the follow 
ing rules, further to amend the Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume II, as are applicable to the Haryana Government 
employees namely : 


1. These rules may be filled the Punjab Civil Services, Volume II (Haryana Fifth Amendmenty 
Rules, 1981 . 


2. In thy : Punjab Civil Services Rulcs, Volume II , after rule 5.32- A , the following rule shall be inserted and 
shall be decmedio have been inserted with effect from 1st day of August, 1980 , namely : 


“ 5.32-B (1) At any time after a government employee has completed twenty years qualifying service, he 

may ,: by giving notice of not less than three months in writing to the appointing authority , retire from 

service . 
(2) The notice of voluntary retirement given under sub-rule (1) shall require acceptance by the appointing 

authority subject ta rule 2.2 of Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume II : 
Provided that where the appointing authority does not refuse to grant the permission for retirement 

before the expiry of the period specified in sub - rulc (1).supra , the retirenicnt shall become effective 
from the date of expiry of the said period : 


. 


Provided further that before a Government employee gives notice of voluntary retirement with reference 

. io sub -rulc (1) he should satisfy himself by means of a reference to the appropriate authority that 

he has, in fact, completed twenty years service qualifying for pension . 

(3) Thy qualifying service as on the date of intended retirement of be Governmentemployee retiring 
under this rule shall be increased by a period not exceeding five yeils, so bowever, that the total qualifying 
service rendered by the Government employce does not in any case exceed thirty years : 

Provided that the total qualifying service after allowing the increase under this sub - rule shall not exceed 

the qualifying service which the Government employee wou d have bad, if he had retired 
voluntary at the lowest age limit for volutary retirement prescr bed under clause (e) of rulc 3.26 

of Punjab Civil Services Rules , Volume I, Part I or any other imilar rulc applicable to him . 
(4 ) A Government employee, who has elected to retire under this rule and has given the necessary notice 
to that effect to the appointing authority , shall be precluded from withdrawing is notice except with the specific 
approval of such authority : 


Provided that the request for withdrawal shall be made before the intended date of bis retirement.

(5 ). The pension and death -cum -retirement gratuity of the Government employee retiring under this rulu 
shall be based on the employments as defined under rule 6.24 of Punjab Civil S :rvices Rules , Volume II and the 
increase not excesding five years in his qualifying service shall not entitle him to iny notional fixation of pay for 
purposes of calculating pension and gratuity . 


(6 ) The amount of pension to be granted after giving the weightage wil be subject to the provision of 
rule 6-4 of Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume II, 


( 7) This rule shall not apply to a Government employee who retires from Government service for being 
absorbed permanently in an autonomous body or a Public Sector Undertaking to which he is on deputation at 
the time of seeking voluntary retirement. 


Explanation . - For the purpose of this rule the expression " appointing atuhority" shall mean the autbority 

which is competent to make appointments to the service or post from which the Government em 
ployee seeks voluntary retirement" .

IIT - 81 .-- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 2) of Article 283 of the Consti 
tution of India and all other powers enabling him in this behalf , the Governor of Haryana hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Punjab Financial Rules, Volume 1l (as adopted by the Haryana 
Govt.) namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Punjab Financial Volume II (Haryana Seventh Amendment) 
Rules, 1981. 
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?. In Punjab Financial Rules, Volume II, in Appendix - 14 , Annexure II containing Tender form , 
Instructions to tenderers , instructions 7 and 8 shall be substituted as under : 


(7 ) The tenderers shall deposit earnest money in the form of Call Deposit receipt pledged to 

the Controller of Stores, Haryana as uoder : 
(i) Where the estimated value of purchase is upto Rs. 20,000 (Rs. 500 ) 
(ii) Where the estimated value of purchase is between Rs. 20,001 and Rs. 2 lacs (Rs. 1,000 ) . 


( iii ) Where the estimated value of purchase is above Rs. 2 lacs. (Rs 2,000 ) . 


The earnest money must accompany the tender form without which offer will not be considered . The 
said amount will be regarded as for feitable to Govt. if successful tenderer fails , within the time fixed by 
the Controller of Stores , either to sign the contract on terms contained in the invitation for tender , its 
tender form and quotation for and conditions of contract referred to in the invitation of tenders or to 
deposit security referred to in clause 8 below : -- 


(8 ) The successful tenderers shall be required to deposit security for due performance of the contract 

in the form of Cali Deposit receipt pledged to the Controller of Stores , Haryana as under : 
(i) Where the value of the supply order or the estimated value of Rate contract is upto Rs. 20,000 

( @ 5 % ). 
( ii ) įWhere the value of the supply order or the estimated value of Rate contract is above Rs.20,000 

2 % of the a mount of the order subject to a minimum of Rs. 1,000 in the form of Deposit 
at Call Receipt. 


In case the security exceeds Rs . 10,100 additional amount (over and above Rs. 10,000 ) can also be 
deposited by the tenderers in tht forin 01 Bank Guarantee on any Scheduled Bank valid 
for period of 6 months or more from the date of expiry of the stipulated delivery period . The currency 
period of the Bank Guarantee st all be extended if so desired by the Controller of Stores, Haryana , The Earnest 
money will be adjustable towanis security .
